Tae N,-C, 2, News records the death at 
Shanghai on the 28th ultimo of a Foreigner 
named Coffin, The deceased, e citizen of 
the United States, came to Shanghai from 
Manila in April 1871 at the request of the 


United States Government to give evidence 
againat the—at that time—notorious pirate 
Poaso, who had boon pillaging villages and 
small vessela, among the latter, a BMission- 
ary schooner called the Morning Star, in 
tho vicinity of the Philippine Islands. The 
deceased, another witness, and the pirate 
were brought over in the U.8.8. Colorado, 
Pease was lodged in ‘tha Consular gnol, 
and shortly afterwards, Coffin and the other 
witnens paught the smull-pox. Both were 
reported as having died from this disease, 
and there’ being: ostensibly no” witnesses 
..ogainst Pease, ‘he was released. Coffin, 
howevor, reoovered ¢ the other man died, 
and the releasa of Peaso waa considered at 
~ the'time a grave scandal, Mr Qoffin, hav-
